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SHELTON SIGNS FIRST WOMEN 
SOCCER PLAYERS 

Four local student-athletes recently signed 
National Letters of Intent with Shelton State 
Community College and will receive 
scholarships to play soccer at the college. 
These students, who will form the nucleus of 
the school's new women's soccer team, are 
April Shyryer, Hillcrest High School, and 
Deborah Cates, Amanda Killam, and 
Meredith Sullivan from Central High 
School. The coach of the new team is Arthur 
Howington, dean of instruction. Howington 
has coached youth leagues in Tuscaloosa 
and holds coaching licenses from the United 
States Soccer Federation. He is certified by 
FIFA and is an Alabama High School Athletic 
Association soccer referee. 

Tryouts for the team will also be held June 
10 at Snow Hinton Park from 4 - 6 p.m. "We 
clearly need more student-athletes to have a 
team," Howington said. "Coaches and players 
from around the state have been contacted 
about this tiyout. I encourage young women 
who want to play soccer to contact me and to 
attend the tryouts." 

Shelton State is the first women's soccer 
team at an Alabama public two-year college 
and will be the only two-year college women’s 
soccer team in an Alabama public two-year 



college during 1997-98. Matches will be 
played on the new soccer field under 
construction on the college's new campus. 

According to Howington, Shelton will 
recruit local players "first and foremost." One 
of the goals of the Shelton soccer program, 
according to Howington, will be to "help 
improve soccer for young women in 
Tuscaloosa by giving them more opportunity 
to play beyond high school. We hope the 
Shelton team will stimulate more interest at the 
youth level and at the high school level." 

According to Dean of Students Humphrey 
Lee, the amount of money allocated to soccer 
scholarships will allow the college to recruit 
15-20 players. These scholarships will cover 
tuition, fees, and books. Since Shelton does 
not have residence halls, scholarships do not 
provide for room and board. 

Games will begin in the fall and will include 
a 16-game schedule. Matches will include 
games against various junior colleges in 
Georgia as well as matches against Samford 
University, the University of Montevallo, 
Alabama A&M, and the University of 
Southern Mississippi. Six of the 16 games 
will be played in Tuscaloosa. Practice for the 
fall season begins August 10, and the first 
game is scheduled for September 9 at 3 p.m. at 
Samford University in Birmingham.
